GOVERNOR POWERLESS TO VETO SALARIES 
OF SI 0,000 FOR TEXAS COLLEGE PRESIDENTS 


AUSTIN, Aug. IS—Salaries of $10,000 a year each for the 
president of the University of Texas and A. & M. College will 
ne carried in budget applications to he laid before the legis­ 
lature next year. The state board of control will pass on the 
applications of the boards of these schools to the legislature 
for consideration, and has declared “hands off” so far as any 
recommendation covering these salaries are concerned, it has 
been stated. 
The proposed $10,000 salaries will be included 
in the lump apropriations asked for the schools, each depart­ 
ment of the two institutions to be given a total sum for its main­ 
tenance, the money to he apportioned, and salaries fixed, by 
the board of regents. The board of control will leave the sal­ 
ary items for the boards of these schools to press before the 
legislature without making any recommendations for or against 
the amounts to be apportioned out of the lump sums as salaries 
for the college presidents. Under the lump sum plan, a gover­ 
nor would be powerless to veto any particular salary, unless 
he struck out the entire item for a department of branch of a 
school. 
The budget which will be appropriated by the legis­ 
lature next year is for the two-yea rperiod beginning September 
I, 1925. Regents of the University of Texas will meet with the 
board of control about Sept. 15, to go over the entire budget 
applications for the biennial period. Similar hearings will be 
held August 27 for the hoard of Texas Technological college, 
and later on for the directors of A. & M. College.

idol from day to day and hour to 
hour, seeing in it only g reat and 
good and fine, big things.

legend in the Valley that some day

l i e G reat Stone Face. 
It happened

We have often heard the slang 
term “ m ap” used in speaking of tho 
human face.

People who have been 
trained psychologically or otherwise, 
will ea sly recognize the character of 
people by their faces,
